MINUTES OF A RECONVENED MEETING OF THE 
UNIVERSITY SENATE - JANUARY 19, 1961 


The University Senate reconvened at 2:00 pm, Thursday, January 19, 1961, in the 
Facility Conference Room, Acting President Colclough presiding. Those present

In accordance with the motion passed at the meeting of January 13, 1961, the 
Executive Committee submitted the following proposal: 

Meetings of the Senate shall be held in open session, except when, upon 
a majority vote, the Senate decides to go into executive session. A 
motion for executive session shall be privileged. 

Non-members of the University Faculty Assembly may be invited to attend 
any specific meeting of the Assembly upon a majority vote of the Execu- 
tive Committee. 


Following general discussion, the motion was changed to read as follows: 

Meetings of the Senate shall be open to members of the University Faculty 
Assembly, except when, upon a majority vote, the Senate decides to go into 
executive session. A motion for executive session shall be privileged. 


Non-members of the University Faculty Assembly may be invited to attend 
any specific meeting of the Senate upon a majority vote of the Executive 
Committee. 


Senator J. F. Davison moved the adoption of the proposal as changed above, this 
proposal to become Item 7 of the Temporary By-Laws . The motion was seconded and 
carried. 


Because of a previous committment. Acting President Colclough relinquished the 
Chair to Chairman Tupper of the Executive Committee. 

A general discussion of some aspects of future Senate work was then held. The 
discussion was informal and no action was taken. The following is an outline of 
the discussion: 


1. Nature, personnel, and function of the various standing committees. 

a. size of standing committees - at discretion of the Executive 
Committee, 5 members to each committee. 

b. composition of committees - at least one member must be a member 
of the Senate, but not necessarily the chairman of the committee. 

c. The Executive Committee will ask faculty members to list prefer- 
ences for committees on which they would like to serve. 

d. Issues to be brought before the Senate - Chairman Tupper listed 
the following as examples and urged all Senators to give thought to 
items which the Senate should consider.

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The recommendation that the period to be covered by annual reports of faculty 
members be the academic or fiscal year rather than the calendar year. 

Some matters which the Executive Committee feels are of the highest importance are 
still being considered in committee, or being looked into by administrative officers. 

It is hoped that in the coming year a number of these studies will be completed. Sev- 
eral of them fall within the province of the Committee on Educational Policy, which is 
contemplating studies on such questions as the organization of graduate work, arrange- 
ments for an undergraduate year abroad, and the function of the College of General 
Studies. Others fall within the purview of the Committee on Student Relationships, 
which has devoted much thought and effort to finding ways in which the non-curricular 
facilities for students may be improved, including the major question of what sort of 
student center is desirable. The Sub-committee on Retirement is looking carefully 
into various aspects of retirement provisions. The Committee on Faculty Performance, 
along with the Committee on Appointments, Salaries and Promotions Policy, is consider- 
ing the matter of criteria for appointment and promotion to each rank. The Committee 
on Athletics has been surveying the place of athletics in the University. These are 
samples only of the sort of work that is being done. 

Much of this work is of necessity slow, in part because of the nature of the 
questions involved and the need for mature consideration, and in part because of other 
pressing demands on faculty time. The Senate and the entire Faculty are in the debt 
of those who have worked on these matters; the Executive Committee hopes that those 
who next year serve on such committees will find time for continued thoughtful investi- 
gation of such questions. 

Some of the Senate Conaaittees have had less to do. It is possible that soma of 
them may no longer be needed. This determination rests neither with the Senate, nor 
with its Executive Committee, but with the Faculty Assembly. In the fall the Assembly 
should have before it a report from a special faculty committee which has this spring 
been considering the need for revisions of the Faculty Organization Plan which created 
the Senate and the standing committees . 

The Executive Committee hopes that faculty members will attend Senate meetings 
whenever they wish, and that they will regard their representatives on the Senate, and 
the committees of the Senate, as channels of communication for the exchange of informa- 
tion, ideas, and concerns. 

It is a pleasure to acknowledge the assistance and support we have received in 
many ways from President Carroll, Provost Colclough, Vice President Herzog, Vice 
President Brown, Comptroller Johnson, Business Manager Einbinder, Assistant Treasurer 
Cantini, and others associated with them in the administrative offices. Registrar 
Houser, Mrs. Ruth Brosnan, and Mrs. Carole Aron deserve special thanks for their 
meticulous care with Senate minutes and reports.
